21. (Currently Amended) An injectable autoelav e d -a queous terminally steam sterilized 
composition of an aqueous inj e ctable, t e rminally st e am st e riliz e d a particulate suspension of a 
water insoluble or poorly soluble biologically active substanc e in a vial sealed under nitrogen 
atmosph e re, said suspension consisting essentially of: 

wherein the particles in the suspension have of a water insoluble or poorly s oluble 
biologically active substance with a volume weighted mean particle size of up to 3 um, with not 
more than 3000 particles of a size of 10 um or greater and not more than 300 particles of a size of 
25 um or greater, and 

said particles are surface stabilized with one or more phospholipid surface modifier s r _and 
a pharmaceutically acceptable amount of a water soluble polyhydroxy thermoprotecting agent 
selected from the group consisting of trehalose, lactose, dextrose, sorbitol, dextran, mannitol and 
mixtures thereof, wherein said thermoprotecting agent is present in an amount effective to restrict 
an increase in volume weighted mean diameter of said suspension during and after terminal 
steam sterilization, 

wherein the ratio of said active substance to said phospholipid surface modifier is from 
about 3:1 to about 5:1 and the amount of said phospholipid surface modifier is in the range from 
about 0.2% w/w to about 5.0% w/w, 

wherein said composition is devoid of surfactants that require during terminal steam 
sterilization elevation of their cloud point temperature by addition of a cloud point modifier, 
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said composition being devoid of surfactant additives which coagulate on steam 
sterilization , and furth e r wh e r e in th e volume weighted mean particle siz e of said particles is not 
increased more than two fold during and after terminal stoam sterilization, and 

wherein the size of said particle is smaller following autoclaving as compared to th e siz e 

of - a particle - following aut o claving that consists essentially of said biologically active substance 
and s aid phospholipid surface modifier without said thormoprotocting agent . 

22. (Currently Amended) An autoclavod injectable a queous terminally steam sterilized 
composition of a particulate suspension of a water insoluble or poorly soluble biologically active 
substance an injectable, non flocculating, aqueous, t e rminally steam st e rilized suspension under 
nitrogen in a sealed vial, said suspension consisting essentially of: 

wherein the particles in the suspension have particles of a water insoluble or poorly 
soluble drug - substance with a volume weighted mean particle size of up to 3 urn, and 

said particles aresurface stabilized with one or more phospholipid surface modifiers, and 
a pharmaceutically acceptable amount of a water soluble polyhydroxy thermoprotecting agent, 
wherein said thermoprotecting agent is present in an amount effective to restrict an increase in 
volume weighted mean diameter of said suspension during and after terminal steam sterilization, 

wherein (i) the ratio of said drug substance to said surface modifier is about 3:1 to about 

5:1, 

(ii) the amount of said surface modifier is in the range from about 0.2% w/w to about 
5.0% w/w, and 

(iii) said volum e w ei ght e d m e an partiele - si - ze H .^ie - t4nereased - iBor - e -- than two - fold - during 
and after terminal steam sterilization, and wherein said composition is devoid of surfactants that 
require during terminal steam sterilization elevation of their cloud point temperature by addition 
of a cloud point modifier and is devoid of surfactant additives which coagulate on steam 
sterilization , and the ratio of the amount of the active substance and the thermoprotecting agent is 
sclcctcd-to provide parti c le size s tabilit^uHng - and-after4efmffi^ 
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wh e f e ki - the size - of - said particle is smaller following autoclaving as compared to the size 

of a particle following autoclaving that consists essentially of said drug substanc e and said 
phospholipid surface modifier without said - thennopr - oteet - mg - age tri. 

23. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 21 or claim 22, wherein the 
suspension also includes a nonsurfactant additive to adjust osmotic pressure. 

24. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 21 or claim 22, wherein the 
suspension is diluted with water for parenteral administration.

28. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 22, wherein the suspension 
further comprises a pharmaceutical excipient for ophthalmic, peroral, or transdermal 
administration of the water insoluble or poorly soluble drug substance. 

29. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 21 , wherein the active 
substance is an antifungal agent. 

30. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 29, wherein the antifungal 
agent is itraconazole. 

3 1 . (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 2 1 , wherein the active 
substance is an immunosuppressive agent. 

32. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 21, wherein the active 
substance is a sterol. 

33. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 32, wherein the sterol is 
alfaxalone. 

34. (Previously Presented) A lyophilized or spray dried powder prepared from the 
composition according to claim 22. 
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35. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 22, wherein the water- 
insoluble or poorly water soluble drug substance is suitable for either immediate release or 
sustained release delivery of said drug substance by parenteral administration, 

36. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 35, wherein the parenteral 
administration is intramuscular, intravenous, or subcutaneous administration. 

37. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 3 1 , wherein the 
immunosuppressive agent is a cyclosporin.

64. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 21, wherein said composition 
consists of 

said particles of said water insoluble or poorly soluble biologically active substance, 
said one or more phospholipid surface modifiers, and 
said polyhydroxy thermoprotecting agent. 

65. (Previously Presented) The composition according to claim 22, wherein said composition 
consists of 

said drug substance, 

said one or more phospholipid surface modifiers, and 
said polyhydroxy thermoprotecting agent

68. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 21, wherein the phospholipid surface 
modifier is egg phospholipid, or soy phospholipid. 
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69. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 22, wherein the polydroxy 
thermoprotecting agent is selected from the group consisting of trehalose, lactose, dextrose, 
sorbitol, dextran, and mixtures thereof. 

70. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 22, wherein the phospholipid surface 
modifier is egg phospholipid, or soy phospholipid.

74. (Previously Presented) The aqueous suspension of claim 23, wherein the suspension lacks 
glycerol. 

75. (Previously Presented) The aqueous suspension of claim 24, wherein the suspension lacks 
glycerol. 

76. (New) The composition of claim 21, wherein the composition is under nitrogen in a sealed 
vial. 

77. (New) The composition of claim 22, wherein the composition is under nitrogen in a sealed 
vial. 
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
